Asked if the farmers believe 
they will gain from the increase 
in price, Elton Armstrong, Armi- 
tage milk producer, said; "I don't 
know. We will have to wait to 
see that." 

Mn Armstrong said that the 
sales "might drop at first/' He 
added that sales dropped 16 per 
cent in Bradford after an in- 
crease was effected, but as in 
other places, soon came up to 
their former levels. 

Mr. Armstrong said that ship- 
pers to Toronto are receiving 
about the same returns for their 
milk now as before the increase. 
He illustrated the reason for this 
by saying that where formerly 
out of five cans of milk shipped 
to Toronto two were paid for as 
surplus milk, for which the 
farmer gets a lower price than 
for the other milk, the dairies 
now pay for three of the. cans as 
surplus milk. 

He said that farm labor will 
cost the farmer one-third more 
this year and this extra cost will 
counterbalance any gain realized 
from cheaper summer feed.

COUNC IL AS SISTS 

J. O. Little enlisted the aid of 
the town council when he pre- 
sented "a new set-up in our 
Citizens' band" to the town coun- 
cil Monday night, , 

"We have set up a citizens' 
committee to look after the 
interests of the band, which are 
the interests of the town in gen- 
eral," the former deputy-reeve 
declared. He said that the com- 
mittee is pretty much of a war 
baby and asked the council to 
appoint Councillor Wm.

The following interesting 
letter was received by P. J. Tod, 
Newmarket, from his brother, 
Henry Tod. who is an air-raid 
warden in Glasgow, Scotland.

Glasgow, 

March I. 1941. 

"I wns glad to get your letter 
of Jan. H, and note all your news 
ami views with interest. 

"It is good to hear of the 
whole-hearted support ; coming 
from your side of the Atlantic 
ill the prosecution of the war, 
which shows the cause is a just 
one. At the moment, interest 
centres in tho Bulkitns whero, 
despite the u h s o r p t i o n of 
Rumania, Bulgaria and possibly 
Yugoslavia, into the axis, our 
position is probably licit so bad as 
it looks. Sea and air power will 
play a big part and the Greeks 
and the Turks will know how 
to defend their own. 

"As for this island, our chief 
concern is the maintenance of 
supplies from overseas. All 
Hitler's bombing and invasion 
throats leave us comparatively 
cold, but ready withal, but our 
shipping losses give me the 
creeps sometimes. 

"At present it looks as if we 
cannot give all our convoys 
adequate protection, but I sup- 
pose that must be reckoned In 
tho cost of waging this war. I 
believe Germany will crack up 
sooner Ihnn most of us think, 
hut. on the surface, there is 
Utile enough to justify this 
view. We are taking the offen- 
sive wherever possible and that 
will lead to the chinks In their 
armor, < ". . 

V'Glnsgow Is still enjoying 
immunity from serious attack 
and \ye are not feeling jealous 

of other cities being singled not. 
The victuals are getting n bit 
attenuated. Fruit and sweets 
are becoming memories, and 
meat conspicuous by its absence. 
However, my figure has not 
appreciably lessened, but one 
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misses the little luxuries. 

"I note your vehement indict- 
ment of what are known as 
appealers and 1 think you have 
the wrong angle on this. At the 
time of Munich we were all 
appeasers, for the simple reason 
we had no other choice. At that 
time we were caught napping, 
thanks to Macdonatd, Baldwin 
and Co., and to appease was but 
to play for time. 

"The appeasers of yesterday 
are the most whole-hearted in 
the prosecution of the war to- 
day. Churchill is one of the few 
who saw through the German 
game ail along. The only people 
today who ate not pulling their 
weight are the communists, who 
were loudest in their cries to 
"stop Hitler." 

***Taere was little we could do 
when Czechoslovakia was seized, 
but if they had chosen to tight, 
we were committed to active 
help for them, as we did in the 
case of Poland. 

*'As for myself, I am still a 
warden and am kept busy 
enough dancing attendance on a 
public, half of whose gas masks 
seen) to have got out of order. 
Hut our chief job is making the 
public fire-conscious and seeing 
that every householder knows 
what to do when an incendiary 
hits him. 

"It is thought that gas wilt be 
Hitler's Inst desperate throw. 
With it all wekeep cheerful and 
more or less normal, and life, 
work and play goes on. You 
would doubtless enjoy a walk 
with me any Thursday afternoon 

when I sally forth with my 
weekly cosh takings (for damag- 
ed gas masks, etc.,) to our 
divisional H.Q. It is a good step 

from here, and I invariably 
walk. , d e s pi t e tram-travelling 

allowances.

OR IDEALS? 

The simple statement of Allied war aims in the 
one word "victory" is not sufficient either to rally 
the full strength of the people on our side of the 
fence nor to give people on the other side the 
most encouragement to revolt from the oppressive 
leadership under which they fight or suffer. 

Professor Gilbert Jackson, eminent economist 
and adviser to bankers, urges that the Allies 
should announce their intention to give suffering 
Europe generously of North America's food sur- 
pluses as soon as Hitler quits. 

Others go farther and say that the Allies should 
make clear to the world their intention of bring- 
ing release, not penalties, to not only Czechs and 
Poles and Netherlander, and the other con- 
quered peoples, but also to Italians and Germans. 

In answer to the latter point of view, Mr. 

Churchill has said that as soon as such assurances 

went beyond "pious platitudes" they would touch 
- delicate questions which would lose the Allies 

potential friends. He was no doubt thinking of 
. y the future of Finland, the Sudetenland, the Polish 
r)i corridor, Balkan territorial adjustments, and even 

India's claim to independence. 

During the last war President Wilson prom- 
ised settlement of European boundary questions 
along lines of national independence. When the 
nations sal down around the peace table, they

ShoH3 are those ten and- twenty 
minute subjects that you see 
regularly in your favorite theatre. 

The master producer of shorts 
for the past ten to twelve years has 
been Walt Disney, whose cartoons 
and comic strips have captivated 
the hearts of both juveniles and 
their eldera. AH of Disney's shorts 
have been on the light side and the 
most famous one of them ail was 
his "Three Little Pigs," which was 
played and replayed in every 
theatre in the North American 
continent. It is said that this 
single reel was translated into 
more languages than any other 
film ever made. 

It is generally believed that 
"Three Little Pigs" was the be- 
ginning of Disney's famous "Snow- 
white and the Seven Dwarfs" 
feature, which was the first cartoon 
feature ever produced and it was 
followed by several other cartoon 
features which were not as success- 
ful as Disney's first.

two reel subject "March of Time,"

But I am thinking of the small 
ones, the tiny ones, that you can 
keep indoors all winter in a fish- 
bowl. You can get such pretty 
ones, black with red polka dots, 
or stripes, or all one color. I used 
to have one with red polka dots— 
that Is why I thought of that kind 
first, I suppose; but alas somebody 
took a fancy to it, and it dis- 
appeared one summer day. 

I had an Idea where it had gone, 
but knowing I could get another 
up at the Jersey River any time I 
wanted to. I just pretended It had 
managed to get away, and wasn't 
even surprised when a certain 
small boy had one "ever so like the 
one you used to have!" 

But a "snapping-turtle". is' quite 
a different proposition, and not a 
very comfortable pet to have 
around. When the "gang" brought 
one here and kept It (did I say 
kept? No, they only tried tot) in 
my biggest galvanized tub, out on 
the grass in my garden, the blessed 
thing kept getting out. and after 
several times recovering it and 
putting it back in its tub. I decided 
a more secure covering over the top 
had to be made, for 1 began to be 
rather nervous of the thing! You 
always felt It was lurking behind 
the delphiniums or bleeding-heart 
and you expected to have a chunk 
taken out of your silk stockings if 
it huppened 16 get a chance, unless 
you saw it first? 

It was n huge thing and vicious 
too! If its jaws shut on anything. 
how it could hang on! I used to 
get it up in our big scoop-shovel, 
when it would get away. I'd try 
to get it back that way, if alone 
here, and put it safely in the tub. 
It would hop. or tumble itself off 
the shoVcl and I'd patiently scoop 
it up again. Finally I discovered 
its snapping propensities and I'd 
poke at It with a good firm pole 
and Ihcn when it snapped its jaws 
shut on lt # I would drag It bach 
to its tub! 

The neighbors and I had many 
a laugh over It. for one day I 
discovered it had got out again 
and was two doors away, and still 
going strong, heading for the 
nearest water. 1 navigated it back 
and we piled several things on thet 
coyer to keep it till school was out. 

Then I "read the riot act!" I 

vowed I could totctate it no longer, 
and they must take it back to 

where it came from. The hist we 
neighbors saw of old "Snapper" 
he was holding on to a pole with 
his strong jaws, and the two 
strongest boys of the "gang" 
were carrying him away up the 
street to where they found him. I 
can just see it yet— hanging on 
with its teeth, with all four feet 
clawing and s <| u i rmin g, but 
"Snapper" never let go all the way 
to the woods! 

We had some very fancy names 
for that particular turtle™ J think 
everyone of 115 called him some- 
thing different. Old "Jaw-breaker" 
was what one named him: another 
called him "Flat Foot Flu-gee": 
hut "Crackerjack" or "Snapper" 
whs what he usually got. The old 
thing could push any cover off 
that tub— you'd swear he had 
h rains! 

Hid you ever see turtle eggs? I 
did once. We were going up or 
should I say down the Holland 
River to Lake Strnexie In a motor- 
boat, and decided to land and have 
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a look at a queer shack along the 
way and sec where they stored the 
marsh hay, ready to haul it away 
when the river froze over in the 
winter.

James, the first Armitage to 
come to America, settled in 
Pennsylvania in 1740.

Armitage has a copy of the first 
letter written to James by his 

parents, Samuel and Sarah 
Armitage, from Yorkshire, Eng- 
land. The letter follows: 

"Aulton, ye 20th of ye 1st 

Mo. 1741. 
"Dear Son; 

"After our true love to -thee 
we hope these lines will find ye 
all in good health as by the 
mercy of God we are all of us in 
a good degree of ye same enjoy- 
ment. 

"This may let ye understand I 
received thy letter dated ye 9th 
of ye 8th month upon ye 10th of 
ye 10th month, 1740, which thou 
writ being at your Yearly Meet- 
ing in order of sending the same 
by Isaac Whitlock which accord- 
ingly came but their ship by dis- 
tress of weather was in great 
danger of being made a wreck of 
Jh ye west coast of England as 
himself told me at Leeds which 
caused him to send by ye post 
from that place. 

I^Loving son we was glad at 
receiving of It, to hear thou was 
In so good health and of thy 
welfare and business which we 
hope in time may prove more to 
thy advantage for Isaac told me 
it. 

"A school master in your coun- 
try has the privilege of writing 
ye most bills and bonds which 
are much made use of. He gave 
me also a very good account of 
thy conduct of which was a mat- 
ter of joy to us. 

"I told in a letter before what 
a severe winter we had last year 
which was followed with us by 
as bad a summer for we had not 
one month in it without frost and 
for most part in ye fore end of 
it a vcrry cold east wind so that 
ye increase of ye earth was but 
small, the smart of which hath 
been sufficiently felt this winter, 
wheat brings mostly 18s to 22s 
fd per load and all other things 
in proportion answerable and 
hay is sold at pence yc stone, 
some cattle being lost for lack 
of food, in short all eatables both 
for man and beast hath been 
more than double ye price to 
what it hath been usual.
